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NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

This is a Notice of Allowance in response to the AMENDMENT filed 8/7/2007. 
The present US Application 10/635,371 , filed 08/06/2003, claims benefit of 
provisional US Application No. 60/469,180, filed 05/09/2003. 
Claims 1-26 were previously rejected. 

Rejection of the Claims under 35 U.S.C. 112, first, with respect to the claimed 
limitation "one-hot signal" recited in the independent claims 1, 9 and 18, has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments. 

Rejection of the Claims under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, with respect to 
the limitation "wherein the N one-hot signals are operable to be encoded on an 
observability bus coupled to a general purpose performance counter", recited in claims 
1 0 and 1 9, has been withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious an apparatus and method of capturing test coverage 
information, including among other limitations, an OR logic block for bit-wise ORing said 
N one-hot signals With an N-bit mask value stored in a register block, said OR logic 
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block operating to generate an N-bit output, as recited in the independent claims 1, 9 
and 18. 

Consequently, claims 1-26 are allowed over the prior arts of record.
